Now that the netual figures of 
the polling are disclosed, it: is evi- 
dent that public interest in Tues. 
day's Santtary Board “election was 
concentrated rather than diused, 
From the keenness of the pre-elec- 
tion controversy, it might have 
heen assumed that there would be 
n record poll, but actually well 
under fifty per cent, of those en- 
titled to vote took the trouble to 
exercise the franchise. The facts 
are regrettable, the more so sine 
they will no doubt) by used to 
counter any plea which may in 
future be advanced for an excen- 
sion of the elective princiie an 
the case of the Sanitary Board or 
for the application of that prin- 
ciple to the Unofiial seats on the 
Legislative Council. 

Analysing the figures, we find 
that an amazingly ‘small propar- 
tion of those who are on the Jury 
List recorded their votes, Out of 
1,662, only GOG polled. On the 
other hau, exempted persona sot- 
ed in considerable | strength— 
close on 600 out of a total of 698. 
In this Intter connexion, it is 
worth reealling that special efforts 
were made by the candidates to 
induce exempted persons to regis- 
ter und thus be eligible to vote. 
This canvassing was obviously 
fruitful in results, The real sur- 
prise is that so few jurors execr- 
cised the franchise. What is 
equally surprising is that the 
K. Re A. nominee received such a 
senunt measure of support. When 
we remember that the  Associi- 
tion has a membership of over 
three hundred, all of whom, 
doubtless, would be eligible to 
vote, and that. there are =omany 
hundreds more possessing that 
right, it ig astounding that Mr. 
Mow Fung received - only 161. 
voles. Kowloon, for reasons which 
it is difficult to explain, cannot 
have polled at all well. This is 
passing strange when we reflect 
on the keen civic spirit which has 
been demonstrated across the 
harbour by the creation nnd long- 
continued’ existence of the Re- 
sidents’ Associalion. How shall 
we neeount for the apathy which 
the election his revenled? It is 
possible, of course, that the me- 
jority. of residents feel that the 
personnel of the Sanitary Board 
ja not a matter of any real impor- 
tance,- since the OMcial element 
predominates and that, in any 
ease, the Board ig merely an ad- 
visory body, with no real powers, 
its recommendations not always 
proving acceptable to the Govern- 
ment. If that fa the general at- 
titude, it must be deplored. The 
Board, in spite of its limited pow- 
ers, certainly has important func- 
tlons to discharge, and the more 
its personnbdl is leavened by mem- 
bors who aro acquainted _first- 
hand with tho Colony’s health 


necds, the better. Moreover, if 
the complaint be Oficial pre- 
dominance, wo might just as well 
argue that neither tho Legisla- 
tive Council nor the Sanitary 
Board have any real yaluc. Thoy 
may not bo all that we could wish 
them to be, either In the extent 
of thelr powers or in the method 
of selection of personnel, but it 
{s surely wisdom to make the best 
of things as they aro rather than 
to. sit ‘back and grumble because 
they’-are not better. 

A display of real civic interest, 
revealing a determination to press 
for urgent needs, will do more in 
its cumulative effects to bring 
about desired changes than an at- 
titude of sheer indifference, We 
hate to prove our interest in 
small matters before we can CX- 
pect to be entrusted with farger 
responsibilities... So . the call. is 
for an intensificntion of public In- 
terest in the Colony’s afMuirs, a 
keener desire to make use of our 
privileges, few though they be, 
whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents: itaclf, no mntter how sel- 
dom that may be. We — bemoan 
the apathy displayed on Tuesday, 
but, none the less, we cannot’ but 
believe that if the way Were open 
ed up for a more active participa: 
tion in local affairs, the measure 
of that interest would be marked- 
ly intensified. After ali, it | may 
not be altogether fair to assess 
publie interest on the basis’ of the 
results of one solitary election 
every six or seven years, With 
wider opportunities, we might réa- 
sonably expect a greater manifes- 
tation of civic spirit. 


Stabilisation 


“Exchange Equalisation Fund” 

isn long-sounding phrase for what 
will probably: be ane of the most 
historle provisions of the British, 
Budget which has now obtained its 
second reading, Its provisions 
could ultimately affect the whole 
structure’ of Britain’s currency 
machinery. It has had quite 4 
warm reception in the City, a8 
showing that the Government had 
some semblance of a plan for the 
future of the pound in mind. The 
whole purpose of the Exchange 
Equalisation Fund is to give the 
pound’s exchange value’ a reason- 
able steadiness so. that manufac- 
facturers and traders.can arrange 
future business without great risk 
of exchange losses. How will the 
pew fund work? Powers .will be 
ranted to borrow but there is no 
need to anticipate: borrowings to 
that extent. It is the size of these 
borrowing powers that will fright- 
en the spectuator who gambles up- 
on his own ideas of the future of 
the pound. The “banker” will have 
almost unlimited powder and shot 
to resist him, and will probably be 
able to put him out of work. 
Latterly the pound’s exchange value 
has been “going up’? because some 
foreign investors have more faith 
in it than in their own currencics, 
and because speculators thought it 
would go on going up. The for- 
eigner cannot physically “bring 
money to London.” If he is 4 
Frenchman, say, all he can do is 
to change his francs at a Parls 
bank with some one who has pounds 
in a London bank and would like 
his francs in Paris. Now the 
amount of forefgn-owned money in 
London is limited—one might call 
it a pool of foreign-owned pounds. 
When a foreigner wants to ‘send 
his money to London” he has to 
change his own currency with an- 
other fellow-countryman who has. 
pounds in London and is willing to 
part with them. ‘The supply 4s 
limited, so the pound’s value gocs 
up. To check an undun rise 
Gyhich would be harmful to trade), 
the Bank of England is to be pro- 
vided with extra pounds borrowed 
by the Exchange Equallsation Fund 
so that it can increase the supply 
available to the foreigner. In ex- 
change for the pounds in London 
which it exchanges with foreigners 
the Bank of England. wil get the 
franca in Paris or dollars in New 
York. Thoso francs and dollars it 
con “keep on deposit” in Paris and 
New York, or buy British securl- 
ties marketed in those countries or 
buy gold. That is ono sido of the 
operations. The day could soon 
come when the trouble may be 
not to stem the riso in tho pound's 
yalue, but to stop a drop, Such a 
drop could be caused by forelgnors 
wanting to exchange -hurriedly 
their pounds in London for their 
own currencies at hime, The Bank 
of .England would: already havo 
forelgn curerncies abrond (those 
bought. when it sold pounds to stop 
the puns rise) and with ‘them 
could buy pounds to stop a serious 
drop in the pound’s value.

FRANCE’S “SECURITY” 


AIRSHIP SERVICE 


Never hos a great international 
event been preceded with so many 
public attempts to influence opinion 
in advance than the Disarmament 
Conference . now {in progress. 
france especially by * continually 
drawing attention to what she calls 
her threatened security has left 
nothing undone to prepare the way 
for and ‘render acceptable 
her military proposals  Intend- 
ed to serve her policy 
of political power, In view 
of the fact that the complete dis- 
armament of Germany in accord- 
ance ‘with the Versailles Dictate 
was supervised by the Internutional 
Control Commission © and acknow- 
ledgel by them as having 
heen fully accomplished, France 
had to reckon with — the 
fnct that ‘her allegations as 
to the secret arming .of Germany 
would-be met by scepticism all over 
the world, and she consequently 
had to try and produce other argu- 
ments to convince the unsuspicious 
in foreign countries that French 
security was threatened by her Ger- 
man neighbour. 

The French Press is of course too 
well controlled as to venture to“de- 
clare the German Army (Reich- 
awehr) of one hundred thousand 
men as a danger When compared to 
the French standing army of 
seven hundred thousand and its 
was army of 4 million, The fairy 
story of the secret stores;of arms 
hidden dn Germany is alsa now no 
longer effective. In view of these 
circumstances therefore, France 
suddenly appeared with an allega- 
tlon which it very cleverly got dis- 
enased in the Foreign Press, name- 
ly, that Germany, where military 
aeroplanes are prohibited, had at 
her disposal a Jarge supply of pas- 
senger and freight aircraft capable 
of being transformed at any time 
into military aircraft without the 
slightest alate and that Ger- 
many conséquently possessed an 
aggeressive war arm against which 
France claimed the right to an in- 
creased development of her own al- 
ready gigantic air fleet... This alle- 
gation is of course quite false, for 
Germany's economic and internal 
political actions are constantly un- 
der the most careful observation, 
und it is consequently utterly im- 
possible to keep hidden the - number 
and types of the civil aireraft she 
possesses more especially owing to 
the fact that at the present day 
every single item connected with 
traflic engincering gets the very 
widest publicity. 


CONCRETE, FACTS. 


Despite this, it) will 
haps be by no means 
teresting to place some plain con- 
crete facts side by side with the 
French arguments. According to 
un official statement made by the 
French Air Minister in spring 1930 
France possessed over 2800 mili- 
tary aircraft together with huge 
reserves. In contrast to this, Ger+ 
manyg—as France herself admits— 
haa na military atreraft whatever, 
In 1930, France had 889: civil air- 
eraft and 428 passenger and freight 
aeroplanes in service, At the end 
of 1981, Germardy’ folal stock of 
civil atreraft’ Cineluding passenyer 
and freight acroplanes flying over 
regular public air lines) amounted 
to 713. Among these were inelud- 
ed only 37. aircraft with 2 or more 
engines. Jn France, on the other 
hand, the number of civil aircraft 
with several motors was manifold 
greater than this, aye 

When France therefore now 
alleges that Germany intends to 
transform commercial aircraft into 
military aeroplanes at a suitable 
time, she diameterically contradicts 
the public declaration of Colone} 
Brocard, Member of the French 
Chamber and President of the 
French. Air Traffic Commisaion, 
who in the French Chamber in 
December 1928 rejected the idea of 
transforming commercial aircraft 
into military aircraft -as an ab- 
selutely worthless project. -As a 
mutter of fact, the principles un- 
derlying the construction of civil 
and military aircraft are entirely 
different. Military aircraft are 
unceotomic, the whole idea .con- 
nected with them being to obtain 
as good n shootings range as possi- 
ble at all sides and a good view, 
The conditions as to security, vasy 
upkeep, and the convenience of the 
occupants nre put in the back- 
ground, These last conditions are, 
however, the chief feature for civil 
atreraft, In civil aireraft the very 
first principle is: + Economy, and 
there is consequently no Interest in 
having those powerful engines with

structing now military aircraft, the

submit their representations on the

educational activities undertaken 
by the Italian Sisters on this side 
of the harbour. 

The event was incorporated 
into the annual prize-giving ¢ere- 
mony, Which took place in the 
new Hall in the presence of a 
large gathering of parents, sup- 
porters and other well-wishers.

satisfactory. He was ‘pleased 
with the standard of the dicta- 
tion testa which he gave. . 

The needle-work was examined 
by Mrs. Ralston. She found it to 
be of a high standard, the aylla- 
bus of the upper classes being 
comprehensive, » and the work 
shown of ao type that will be use- 
ful to the girls in domestic life.

I refer to the 
Chambered Nautilus of .0.: W. 
Holmes. The Nautilus of — poetic 
fancy was o shell-fish which, year 
by year, built on its old shell a new 
one, bigger-and .vaster. It grew 
in the occupation of each shell, 
until at last it outgrew all shells 
and, leaving them behind, launched 
out Into the freedom of the great 
unchartered sea. The poet con- 
cludes with a moral: 

“Build thee more stately 

sions, O my soul, 
While the swift seasons roll; 
Let each new. home, more noble 
’ than the last, 
Shut thee from Heaven by a 
dome more vast, . 

Till thou at length art free 
Leaving thine outgrown shell 
by life’s unresting Ren. 

In a material sense, to begin 
with, St. Mary's Schoo! has follow- 
ed the advice. The old shell has 
been found too small for the grow- 
ing tenants, So has arisen 
the beautiful new building which 
docs shut them from Heaven “by a 
dome more vast.” But to the Com- 
munity of St. Mary’s the material 
application of the poem is the 
least important of all; it is the 
vastness of the mora! structure of 
education which they have at heart. 

Those responsible for the direc- 
tion of Education in the Colony are 
envisuging a wider outlook in 
educational life. I am quite sure 
that St. Mary's and all the other 
schools whose interests it is my 
privilege to represent’ on the 
Education Board, will welcome a 
wider outlook. There is one point 
which is of especial interest to 
them. It is the only point on 
which I shall touch this evening. It 
is the Biblical Knowledge paper. 

There is an iden abroad that the 
Biblical Knowledge paper is a 
“soft snap” in the Examination 
world. I think that the criticism 
is not without some foundation. 
The recently-published | Education 
Year Book, after examining many 
excellent Religious Syllnbuses in 
English schools, ‘passes to the 
“eylouriess” ones. Amongst them 
it mentions a aylinbug which “in 
its three-year course for-the Old 
Testament — runs through to 
Nehemiah and then is repeated in 
the upper part of the school; mean- 
while the six-year course in the 
New Testament follows round and 
round the Gospels for five of them 
and then to the Acts at the end.” 
In Hongkong we are not even as 
excursive. ‘ 


It.is impossible to understand 
Western culture without some 
knowledge of the Book which has 
supplied the West with the fabric 
of its religious ideala and the 
moral sense on which they are to 
rest. In‘ the striking lectures on 
the “Art of Reading,” delivered at 
Cambridge University, Sir Arthur 
Quiller Couch made a strong appeal 
for the inclusion of Biblical books 
in the English Tripos. . Cambridge 
was then revising her Tripos pro- 
gramme. Let me quote these 
words: “We wondered why it

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should be that our English version 
of the Bible Iles under the ban of 
school-masters, Bonrds of Studies, 
‘and all who deviso courses of read-. 
ing and examinations in English. 
literature: that. among our ‘pre- 

we find Chaucer’s 


e find) 


deny his c 
lish version 
the greatest achievements 
English language: “Tho Bible con- 
trols its enemly Gibbon as surely 15 
it haunts the curious music of a 
light sentence of Thackeray's. It 
is at once a monument, an example 
and (best of all) a well of Eng- 
sh undefiled, no stagnant water, 
but quick, running, curative, re- 
freshing, vivifying.” We do not 
advocate, on behalf of St. Mary's 
or of any other school, that tho 
Bible enter into the English pro- 
gramme.. But we. should ‘strongly 
urge that, as in the Cambridge 
School Certificate, it be one of the 
subjects that may be chosen by 
those who will in the English 
group. If such rank be nccorded 
to it, ve have in our mind a Biblical 
Knowledge | programme which 
would be highly cultural from every 
point of view. We should con- 
template a book of Job from which 
the school child learns not the 
number of camels or asses which 
Job possessed, but the depth of 
vision of a great soul who, in the 
hour of sorrow, can discover the 
wonders of the Creator in creation, 
and bid his friends “speak to the 
earth and it shall answer thee: 
and the fishes of the sca shall tell.” 
We should hope that the lesson 
of Scripture more than any other 
lesson would challenge the learner 
“to build more stately mansions, a8 
the awift seasons roll.” We should 
hope that those who, reverently and 
lovingly, had assimilated the litera- 
ture of the Bible, would not only 
have assimilated what {s richest In 
the world’s prose and poetry, but 


that, in the happy words of Pro-|. 


fessor Moulton, they would realise 
“the inner and spiritual unity. And 
that the mission of the final book 
is to make this unity with ‘te 
thought that ‘the testimony of 
Jesus is the spirit of prophecy.’ 
From all over the field of prophecy, 
which is splritual poctry, are 
gathered gems of symbolism to 
mike a.crown for the consumma- 
tion of prophecy. 
present and te come, sums up as 
the Kingdom of the World becom- 
ing the Kingdom of Christ.” - 

Should this happy revision. of 
programme be accomplished in 
Hongkong, I am sure that St. 
Mary's would rejoice much more in 
the wider fields of knowledge into 
which they might lead their chil- 
dren than in the more  spaciour 
halls, which after all can be easlly 
gauged in a mensuration class.

SCIENTIFIC EXPEDITION

. Peking, May 11. 

After five years’. absence in 
sparsely populated ° areas in 
Mongolia, Tibot, Sinkiang and 
Kansu the North-West Scientific 
Expedition, headed by Mr. Yuan 
Fu-li, .has returned to Peking, 
bringing 42 cases of relics, in- 
cluding, prehistoric stone imple- 
ments and arrow-heads. 

Mr. Yuan Fu-li said that the ex-. 
pedition had obtained information 
concerning vast coal, gold and oll 
deposits which. awaited develop- 
ment. He deplored the strong 
Russian influence exercised in 
many areas which the expedition 
traversed, saying that the party 
was frequently subjected to inter- 
farence by Soviet agents.

SPANISH EXILE’S 
DEBT. 


COURT SENTENCE 
REDUCED. 


Paris, Apr. 14. 

An appeal against a sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment and a 
fine of 10,000 francs (roughly 
£100) passed on him in February 
was made by Don Luis Alfonse de 
Bourbon at  Montreuil-sur-Mer 
yesterday, 

Don Luis was convicted of glv- 
Ing a cheque for 160,000°, francs 
(nbout £1,600), which was after- 
wards dishonoured, to the Casino 
of Le Touquet. 

In his defence, the Prince, cx- 
plained that he expected to receive 
the sum of 80,000 pesetas (£1,600), 
which a smuggler was to convoy 
across the Franco-Spanish frontier. 
Unfortunately the smuggler was 
caught by Spanish Customs officers, 
and Don Luis was temporarily 
without funds. He has'aince paid 
the debt, nnd he asked in conse- 
quence that the conviction should 
be quashed. - 

The Court reduced the sentence 
to a fine. of 600 franca with benefit 
of the First Offenders’ Act.

An Informatory doublo / is the 
doubling of an opponent's bid, 
partner not having made a bid, 
and is 9 powerful weapon when 
properly, employed {n contract 
bridge.. Too many players, how- 


‘lever, give no definite information 


when making an  informatory 
double. They simply double an 
opponent's bid to foreo partner to 
make o response , regardicss of 
thelr quick trick -holding. | 

-Under the McKenney system of 
contract bidding, all informatory 
doubles show partner at least 
three and one-half quick tricks; 
c. g. opponent bids one heart, and 
even though you hold a good bid- 
dablo suit of your own, if your 
hand contains three and one-half 
quick tricks: you make an Iinfor- 
matory double. Regardless of 
partner's holding, he must do one 
of two things—take out, or make 
a penalty pass. The weaker the 
hand js the more reason for him 
taking out, but as you have defi- 
nitely told him = that-your hand 
contains three and one-half high 
card tricka, he may make a pen- 
alty poss if he feels that it is bet- 
ter to accept a large penalty 
rather than try fqr game. 

When partner has not bid, all 
doubles of one no trump and 
doubles of suit bids of one or two 
are classed an informatory dou- 
bles. The doubles of two no trump 
and three of a auit are considered 
business’ doubles, ; 

Another place that the infor- 
matory double can be used to good 
advantage is as follows, Suppos- 
ing that you hold a very good 
hand but not strong enough to 
make an original forcings suit bid 
of two. Let us assume that you 
start the bidding with one heart. | 
left) hand opponent bids one 
spade and partner passer. | 

The nex, hand passes and you | 
ordinarily would bid two hearts, 
but !f you hold three and ‘one. | 
\half tricks you should double | 
rather than bid two hearts to in- 
form partner that your hand con- 
tains three and one-half tricks. 
With this, additional information 
he may be able to give you at 
least one raise—or better still the 
‘double may be just what he is 
locking for. He may be londed 
with, spades and he can ‘now make 
4 penalty pass. 

If. the left ‘hand opponent 
should pass and partner does not 
have the spades stopped he will 
be forced to bid. Holding” noth- 
ing, he can bid one no trump 
which will allow you to bid two 
of your suit, or he may simply 
support your sult. 


When partner has once bid, any 
double you may make is purely a 
business double, c. g--partner ‘bids 
one heart, opponent bids one 
spade and you dotible. You are 
advising partner that you expect 
to make more by defeating the 
opponents at spades than you 
would playing the hand‘at hearts. 


The writer employs the use of 
one arbjtrary convention in his 
system and that isthe overcalling 
of an opponent's suit bid with .a 
no trump. This convention will be 
tfully explained in our next ar- 
ticle. :

CAIRO TOMBS EXPLOITING THE EXCHANGES 
Berlin, Apr. 14. 

Two Italians have been arrested 
in Hanover on suspicion of circula- 
ting forged £6 notes. Packets con- 
taining 200 of these notes were 
found in their baggage. 

Tho arrest is the more intercst- 
ing becnise reports havo been re- 
ceived from a-number of Continen- 
tal centres that forged £5 notes 
are being circulated; the forgers 
are clearly hoping to exploit the 
svidespread scepticism a8 to the 
atability of currencies and the con- 
sequent desire to insure oneself by 
Investing small sums in stable cur- 
rencics. , : 

The forged notes have been pass- 
ed in Vienna, Budapest, Paris, 
Marseilles, Venice, Cologno,, and 
Hanover. ; 

The Italians so far refuso to 
nuswer most of the questions of 
the police. The theory has been 
advanced that tho chief seat of the 
forgers is in England, and that 
their emissaries made their way to 
the Continent via Cherbourg.

EXCAVATORS 


DISCOVERIES ON SITE OF 
“. ANCIENT PRIORY ~ 


Jexciavationa in. the alto of an 


nnzient ‘church at’ Hurley, . near 


Maidenhead, in which the excava- 


tors claim to have received guidance 


through psychic channols without 
the presenco of 8 medium, were 
deseribed by Colonel C. N. Rivers- 
Moore, the archacologist, at a meet- 
Ing at Reading of peopl, interested 
in paychic research. ' 


Colonel Rivers-Moore expintned 
idence, Ladye - lace, 
‘was on the site of. priory built in 
1086. The priory was dissolved by 
Henry VIII, ‘but, although its his- 
tory was well known, archacologic- 
ally it was not known except in the 
state in which it existed before the 
recent finds. 


They had previously had reason 
to belleve that there were interest- 
ing archacological remains under 
the surface, but thelr efforts had 
produced no diacoverics.

CIVIC APATHY 


Now that the aetual Ggures of 
the polling are disclosed, it is evi- 
dent that public interest in Tues- 
day's Sanitary Board election was 
concentrated rather than diffused. 
From the keenness of the pre-elec- 
tion controversy, it might have 
been assumed that there would be 
a record poll, but actually well 
under fifty per cent. of those ¢en- 
titled to vole took the trouble to 
exercise the franchise. The facts 
are regrettable, the more so since 
they will no doubt be used to

Analysing. the figures, we find 
that an amazingly small proper- 
tion of those who are on the Jury 
hist recorded their votes.

On the 
other havc, exempted persons tot- 
ed in considerable strength— 
close on 5007out of.a total of 693, 
In this latter connexion, it is 
worth recalling that dpecinI efforts 
avere made by the candidates to 
induce exempted persons to regis- 
ter and thus be eligible to vate. 
This canvassing Was obviously 
fruitful in results, The real suis 
prise is that so few jurors exer- 
cised the franchise. What is 
equally surprising is that the 
kK.

“ysxchange Equalisation Fund” 
ia a long-sounding phrase for whit 
will probably be one of the most 
historic provisions of the British 
Budget which has now obtained its 
second reading. ' Its provistons 
could ultimately affect the whole 
structure of Britain’a currency 
machinery. It has had quite a 
warm reception in the City, a8 
showing that the Government had 
somo semblance of 6 plan for the 
future of the pound in mind. The 
whole purpose of the Exchange 
Equalisation Jund is to give the 
pound’s exchange value a rensons 
able steadiness so that manufae- 
facturers and traders can arrange 
future business without great risk 
of. exchange losses. How will the 
new fund work? Powers will be 
granted to borrow but there is no 
need to anticipate borrowings to 
that extent. It is the size of these 
borrowing powers that will fright,

the pound. The “banker” will have 
almost unlimited powder and shot 
to resist him, and will probably be 
nile to put him out of work. 
Latterly the pound’s exchange yaluc 
haa been “going up” because OMe 
foreign investors have more faith 
in it than In their own currencies, 
and because speculators. thought it 
would go on going up. The for-! 
eigner cannot physically “bring 
money to London.” If he is a 
Frenchman, say, all he can ‘do is 
to change his francs at a Paris 
bank with some onc who has pounds 
in s London’ bank and would like 
his francs in Paris. Now the 
amount of foreign-owned money in 
London is limited—one might call 
it a pool of foreign-owned pounds. 
When a foreigner wants to “send 
his money to London” he has to 
‘change his own currency with an- 
other fellow-countryman: who has 
pounds in London and is willing to 
part with them. The supply is 
limited, so the pound's valuc gocs 
up. To check an undue rise 
(which would be harmful to trade), 
the Bank of England is to be pro- 
vided with extrn pounds borrowed 
by tho Exchange Equalisation Fund 
zo that it can increase the supply 
ayailnble to the forelgner- In ex- 
change for the pounds in London 
which it exchanges with foreigners 
the Bank of England wil get the 
francs in Paris or dollars in New 
York. Thoso francs and dollars it 
can “keep on deposit” in Paris and 
New York, or buy British securi- 
ties marketed In those countries or 
buy gold, That is one side of the 
operations. The day could scon 
come’ when the trouble may be 
not to stem the rise in tho pound’s 
value, but to stop a drop. Such o 
drop could be caused by foreigners 
wanting to exchange hurriedly 
tholr pounds ‘in London for thelr 
own-currencies at hime. Tho Bank 
of England would nlready havo 
foreign curerncics abroad (those 
bought when it sold pounds to stop 
tho pound’s rise) and with thom 
could buy pounds.to stop a sorlous

“Mr. Horace Lo nppenred for the 
defendant and explained that at the 
end of last year some alterations 
to 26, Hing Lusg Street were made 
svithout the necessary plans having 
heen submitted to the Public Works 
Department. The agent for the 
owner Wis summoned before ils 
Worship and a fino was imposed. 
Mr, Lo believed that an order hus 
been made that plans be submitted 
and that alterations be made with- 
out any undue delay. Plans were 
submitted, but they were not ap 
proved 
formed that proper. plans should be 
submitted, 


Unfortunately, the owner went 
to the country for some time and 
for that reason no instructions 
could be given Lo the architect and 
the work was left in abeyance, 
Shortly afterwards, the architects, 
seeing that there was some delay, 
were obliged to write to the Public 
Works Department -and inform 
them they had not been able to re- 
celve instructions from the owner. 

A summons was taken ont anda 
few days ago the owner returned, to 
the Colony, He gave the instruc- 
tions to the architect, with the re- 
sult that’ plans had now been sub- 
mitted and, Mr. Lo gathered from 
Mr. Neville, that. they will most 
probably be neeepted, 


Under the circumstances if dis 
Worship found there was undue de- 
lay, he (Mr, Lo) would = say no 
more, but if his Worship — found 
there waa no undue delay, then he 
asked his Worship to say that no 
offence had been committed. 


In reply to his Worship, Mr. 
Neville remarked that among other

BAN ON “OPEN” . 
POLICE MEETINGS 


HOME OFFICE DECISION 


The Home Office has banned the 
holding’ of “Open mectings of the 
Police Federation." 

The Pofice Chronicle publishes 
a letter from the Home Office to 
the Police Federation in which it 
is stated: “It is clear that, at, the 
pregent lime, no open meeting 
could be held without the economy 
measures now In force becoming 
the main object of discussion. . . . 
and the Secretary of State docs not 
feel justified in giving permission 
for the’ holding of open meetings 
merely or mainly for the purpose 
of voicing protests against —men- 
sures Which have been taken by tho 
Government with the sanction of 
Parliament after ample opportuni. 
ties had been’ accorded to all 
branches of the Police service to 
submit their representations on the 
subject.” 

Thé letter, adds that_it must not 
be assumed ‘that the Secretary of 
State conaiders that it will prove 
necessary to abandon the holding of 
open mectings — altogether, when 
circumstances are different. 

The Police Chronicle comment- 
ing on the Home Offico decision 
characterises it as a “great blund- 
er’ and likely to load to “much 
uneasiness.” .

Tokyo, May 11.' 
Tho Govornmont has decided to 
withdraw all troops from Shang- 
hat within a. month.—Reuter. 
Japan’s Position, 
Tokyo, May 11. 
Tho Forelgn’ Office spokesman 
disclosed that tho Cabinot at yes- 
terday’s sossion decided to with- 
draw the entire expeditionary 
force from Shanghal. within a 


month, . 

The Ninth Divisidn is returning 
to ita peace station at Kanazawa. 

“Tho decision fs duo to the Gov- 
ernmont’s desire to conform to 
world opinion and to prove ‘that 
Japan has no territorial or other 

Iterlor motives in despatching 
roops to Shanghai,” declared the 
spokesman. 

Although {t was previously in- 
tended to maintain a bead Pec 
manent garrison at least of a divi- 
pion, the latest decision cntaile the 
return to the conditions exiating 
prior to the January outbreak. 
As far ns. Japan’s strength in 
Shanghai is concerned, only a small 
force of blucjackets are remaining 
to protect Japancse reaidents. All 
other troops are returning to 
Japan. 

While hopeful that the Chinese 
will strictly obsorve the terms of 
the armistice and will not permit 
Chinese troops to enter the twenty 
kilometre zone, the spokesman sald 
that Japan would hold the other 
Powers and world opinion account- 
able if the Japanese withdrawal 
zee in a fresh menace to, Shang- 
nt, 

“The Japanese feel that they 
have fought the battles of other 

‘nations as well as thelr own in 
Shanghal and gained only world- 
wide odium.”—Reuter.

After: reading tho Report, ' Fr.

It is too late in tho evaning for 

Tho young people want 
their prizes; the old people want 
their dinner. (Laughter). Nover- 
theless, as I have been asked to say 
somathing, 1 would suggest to 
young and old alike that thoy carry 
away with them from this func- 
tion, tho thought enshrined ino 
poem which, unhappily omitted in 
most of our English Anthologies, 
deserves a place in every 19th cen- 
J refer to the 
Chambered Nautilus of O. W. 
Holmes; The Nautilus of poctic 
fancy was a shell-fish which, year 
by year, built on {ts old shell a new 
one, bigger and vaater, It grow 
in the occupation of cach shill, 
until at last it outgrew all shells 
and, leaving them behind, launched 
out into the freedom of tho great 
unchartered sea. The poet con- 
cludes with a moral: : 

“Build thee more stately man- 

sions, O my soul, 
While the swift seasons roll; 

Let each new home, more noble 

. than the list, 5 
Shut thee from Heaven by 4 
dome more vast, 

Till thou at length art free 

Leaving thine outgrown shell 
; by life's unresting sea. 

In a material sense, to begin 
with, St. Mary's School hna follow- 
ed the advice. Tho old shell has 
been found too amall for the grow- 
ing tenants, So has arisen 
the beautiful new building which 
-doed shut'thom from Heaven “by a 
dome more vast.” But to the Com- 
munity of St. Mary's the material 
application of the poem ia the 
least important of all; it is the 
vastness of the moral structure of 
education which they have at heart. 

Those responsible for the direc- 
tion of Education in the Colony are 
envisaging 2 wider outlook in 
educational life. “I am quite sure 
that St. Mary’s and all the other 
schoola whose interests it is my 
privilege to represent on the 
Education Board, will welcome & 
wider outlook, There is one point 
which is of especial interest to 
them. It is the only, point on 
which, Lahall touch this evening. It 
is the Biblical. Knowledge paper. 

There is an idea abrond that the 
Biblical Knowledge paper ‘is a 
“goft snap” in the Examination 
world. I think that the criticism 
is not without some foundation. 
The recently-published. Education 
Your Book, after examining many 
excellent Religious Syllabuses in 
English schoola, passes to | the 
“culouricss” ones. Amongst them 
it mentions a syllabus which ‘dn 
its three-year course for the Old 
Testament runs through — to 
Nehemiah and then is repeated in 
the upper part of the school; mean- 
while the six-yenr course in the 
New Testament follows round and 
round the Gospels for five of them 
and then to the Acts at the end.” 
In Hongkong we fre not even as 
excursive. 


It is impossible to understand 
Western culture without some 
knowledge of the Book which has 
supplied the West with the fabric 
of its religious ideals, and the 
moral sense on, which they are to 
rest. In the striking lectures on 
the “Art of Reading,” delivered at 
Cambridge University, Sir Arthur 
Quiller Couch made a strong appeal 
for the inclusion of Biblical books 
in the English Tripos.’ Cambridge 
was then revising her Tripos pro- 
gramme: Let me quote — theae 
words: “We wondered why it 


should bo that our English vorsion 
of tho Biblo lica undor the ban of 
achool-masters, Boards of Studies, 
‘and afl who doviso courses of read- 
ang and, 
literaturo: that among our: ‘pro- 
scribed books’ wo-find Chaucor’s 
Prologue, we find Hamlet, wo find 
Paradise Lost, we find Popo's 
on 
but the 
nover; The Vicar of Wakofield and 
Gray's Elegy often, but Ruth or 
Isaiah, Eccleatasticus ox Wisdors 
never,” (Art of Reading, IX), 
Note well that he is advocating 
the inclusion of these books In the 
programme of English subjecta; ho 
contends, and {t {s impossible to 
deny his contention, that the. Eng- 
lish yersfon of the Biblo is one of 
the greatest achiovemonts - in the 
Hnglish language: ‘The. Bible con- 
trols its cnomy Gibbon as surely as 
it haunts the curious music of a 
light sentence of Thackeray's, It 
is nt once & monument, on example 
and, (best of all) a well of Eng- 
lish undefiled, no stagnant water, 
but quick, running, curative, re- 
freshing,: vivifying.”’ We do not 
ndvocate, on behalf of St. Mary’s 
or of any other school, that the 
Bible enter into the English pro- 
‘gramme. But wo should strongly 
urge that, as in the Cambridge 
School Certificate, it be one of the 
subjects that may be chosen by 
those who will in the English 
group. If such rank be accorded 


Ensay 
again, 


to it, we have in our mind a Biblical } 


Knowledge programme which 
would be highly cultural from overy 
point of view. We should con- 
template a book of Job from which 
the school child Joarns not the 
number of camels or asses which 
dob possessed, but the depth 
vision of a great soul’ who, in the 
hour of sorrow, can discover the 
wonders of the Creator in creation, 
and bid his friends “speak to the 
earth and: it shall answer thee: 
and the fishes of the sea shall tell.” 

We should hope that the lesson 


of Scripture more than any other, 


lesuon would challenge tho Iearner 
“to build moro stately mansions; as 
the swift seasons roll.” We should 
hop that those who, reverently and 
lovingly, had assimilated the litern- 
ture of the Bible, would not only 
have assimilitted what is richest in 
the world’s prose and poetry, but 
that, in the happy words of Pro- 
fessor Moulton, they’ would realise 
“the inner and spiritual unity, And 
that the mission of the final book 
fs to make this unity with its 
thought that ‘the testimony of 
Jesus is the ‘spirit of prophecy.’ 
From all over the field of prophecy, 
which is‘ spiritual poetry," are 
ynthercd xems of symbolism to 
make a crown for the consumma- 
tion of prophecy, All history, past, 
present and to come, sums up as 
the Kingdom of the World becom- 
iny the Kingdom of Christ.” 

Should this happy revision of 
programme be :accomplished in 
Hongkong, I'am sure that St. 
Mary's would rejoiee much more in 
the wider fields of knowledge into 
which they might lead their chil- 
dren than in the more  spaciour 
hnolls, which after all can be easily 
gauged in a mensuration class. 
(Applause). 

Before the funetion closed, Mr. 
G. P. de Martin spoke a few. words, 
drawing attention to the devoted 
work of the Sisters’ on behalf “of 


the pupils and urging them to live 


up to the fair name of the School.
